Drawn across the back- 
ground field are the words ‘‘Yet More Light’’ written in old Eng- 
lish script. 

This motto is taken from the 
farewell speech of Master Robinson 
on the days of the departure of the 
Pilgrims from Leyden, Holland. In 
it he said that he was “‘confident that 
the Lord had more truth and light 
to break forth out of His Holy 
word.” 

This message was addressed to 
a group who were setting out on a 
voyage to a new world. They were 
given a message of hope that there 
was “Yet More Light”’ in the darkness of their experiences. This 
is a fitting motto for our new college in these days. The quotation 
links us to our past inheritance from our daring ancestors. The 
seal also recognizes the new development of modern knowledge, 
and the promise of what is yet to be. From now on the motto of 
Northern Essex Community College is ‘““Yet More Light’ to all 
who seek it. 

This seal will be embossed by a metal stamp on all official 
documents of the college.

ON BERLIN SITUATION 


Mr. Christopher Legge, Librarian 
at Bradford Junior College, gave 
a very interesting and informative 
talk at the last Director’s Hour on 
the Berlin situation. 

Mr. Legge gave the background 
of the causes of the Berlin problem 
and reviewed various incidents 
from the conquest of the war to 
the erection of the Berlin wall of 
1961. 

The professor showed slides of 
Berlin which he took during his 
stay there with the U. S. Army and 
on other visits. >

mary of his talk, the most impor- 
tant emphasis being the following: 

(1) Basic rights of allied occu- 
pation. (2) The nature of the split 
between Hast and West. (3) Some 
of the adverse results of the split.

He plans to write his thesis pa- 
per on Stephen Phillips, a fin de 
siecle dramatist who he feels needs 
“rediscovering.” 

Mr. Kimball received his Bache- 
lor of Arts degree from Gordon Col- 
lege and his Master of Arts degree 
from the University of New Hamp- 
shire. 

After graduation, he spent his 
first five years of teaching at 
Christian High School in Cam- 
‘bridge. He later went on to teach 
at Silver Lake Regional High 
School, Newburyport High School, 
and Houghton College before com- 
ing to N.E.C.C. 


While at Houghton, he was se- 
lected by the administration to 
lead a student tour of Europe, 
which took place in the summer of 
TSS) 

Besides teaching at N.E.C.C., 
Mr. Kimball has served as public 
speaker in a variety of capacities. 
As an educator, he has faith in 
the community college movement. 
He feels that the junior college is 
a school with opportunity — and 
that Northern Essex has a “scintil- 
lating” future. In his words, “Our 
students will often work harder 
here than elsewhere because here 
they are much more eager to prove 
themselves.” 

Presently in charge of the Eng- 
lish department, Mr. Kimball ap- 
preciates his academic freedom as 
he attempts to provide us students 
with a challenge, knowledge, and 
ultimately, finesse.

RECORDS 


For the classical buff, one nota- 
ble album which came out late last 
fall is the London re-recording of 
Bach sonatas 76-84. It was recorded 
in Germany and the sound engi- 
neer’s Skill now enables us to hear 
the brilliant harpsicord work which 
is smothered by the voices and 
trumvets in most previous record- 
ings. 

R.C.A. Victor’s Soria series are 
perhaps the most beautifully pre- 
sented albums in the history of re- 
cording. Each has its own box, with 
an authoritative program note, and 
in Some cases, reproductions of 
rare paintings. Two recent ones 
are “Rubinstein’s Chopin Sonatas,” 
and Piatigorsky and Heifetz playing 
Brahm’s “Double Concerto.” 


Moving into the world of folk 
music, Theodore Bikel has recorded 
an album for Electra called “Folk 
Songs of Russia, Old and New.” 
Bikel is authentic, as usual, and 
even without understanding the 
words, one can see that although 
Russia has gained much material, 
it has lost tremendously in its mu- 
sic. 

The Kingston Trio, that perpet- 
ual money machine, lost their soli- 
darity when Dave Gard packed up 
his banjo and went home. His re- 
placement is weak in chorus and 
very shaky on solo work. One fine 
recording they have made recent- 
ly, however, is Pete Seeger’s beau- 
tiful song, “When Will They Ever 
Learn ?”
